
SENATOR BEUTLER: Mr. Speaker and members of the
Legislature, my amendment is a short one which I think 
is also agreed upon by Senator Warner. Basically, as 
you w i l l  recall, the holder of one of these easements 
would be a governmental body or a charitable corporation 
o r  trust, and they acquire it by gift under this bill.
And basically all I am saying is, adding the words, "pur­
chase, exchange or gift", and the reason I am doing 
this i s  t o  try to work out a situation where we can 
combine t o  LB 53. This is that Airport Authority bill 
t h a t  S e n a t o r  Sieck has which seeks to preserve the nine- 
m il e  prairie out in Lancaster County. And in order to 
accommodate that, we need to make a few adjustments to 
t h i s  b i l l  and that is what I am doing at this point.
Thank you.
